DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title.

Specifically, there is no support in 
the specification for the computer readable medium comprising instructions to be 
executed by a machine.

3. Claims 1-6, 35-40, 52-57, 70, 71 , and 73-82 are allowed based on Applicant's 
current amendment and arguments filed 3/19/08 as no new prior art has been found 
that suggests or renders obvious the independent claims.
